COMILLOG STRIKERS WIN WAGE INCREASE 
Brazzaville ETUMBA in French 28 Feb 81 pp 1, 3 


{Text} There had been no talk of strikes in our country for a long time. And yet, 
COMLLOG [Ogooue Mining Company] workers halted operations from 3 to 18 February 
1981. Management panicked. A test of strength then began, forcing management to 
sit down at the bargaining table. Who would win? The workers, naturally. The 
upshot was that a l0=percent wage increase was obtained, Bravo, comrades! 


Achievement 


The CFCO [Congo-Ocean Railroad) runs for 285 kilometers between Mbinda and the 
Gabonese border and Mont Belo. This is the COMILOG system that takes manganese 
from mines in the Gabonese Republic to Pointe-Noire. The millions and even billions 
that the manganese brings in intoxicate COMILOG management, but the workers who 
sweat for the prosperity of society see the manganese that leaves every year. They 
calculate the quantity and know approximately how much it brings in and it is pre- 
cisely for this reason that since 1974, management has granted the hardy workers 

a raise adjusting their purchasing power to the cost of living, the so-called 
“cost-of-living increase." For those who do hard manual labor in all kinds of 
weather and who must necessarily and for the good of society renew their forces, 
this is normal. Moreover, according to Article 62 of the Labor Code relating to 
collective bargaining, this increase has become an inviolable agreement. 


The increase is also inviolable in view of Article 5 of the Collective Agreement 
on mines and the oil industry, which protects benefits won. 


But suddenly and without reason, management tried to sweep away a fact of life, 
refusing to grant the wage adjustment this year. Obviously, this was a deliberate 
act of provocation, worsened by a brash refusal to talk with workers. 


Such an attitude is anachronistic and workers no longer accept it. Have they ever 
truly accepted it? 


In the colonial days, the colonists scorned the workers, kept them at a distance 
and dictated the law to them. Today, the work of trade union education and 
political-ideological training have made progress. Workers are aware of the 
relations that exist between them and management. This is important. It is also 
a gain that has been made. 
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So ye sow, #0 aleo shall ye reap. That ia what has happened, 


Solidly and effectively organized by the Federations of Mine, Oil and Related 
Workers (FETRAMIP) and enjoying the decisive support of the great and powerful 
Congolese Trade Union Federation (CSC), COMILOG workers reacted sharply with a 
atrike that lasted from 3 to 18 February 1981. 


Management on Its Knees 


No work, no trains, no manganese going to the Pointe-Noire maritime port and no 
money for management. It immediately got down on ite knees and restored what it 
had just stolen from the workers. The crisis was resolved following talks on 

17 and 18 February 1981 between management and the union. Workers won a general 
10=percent increase and work resumed on 19 February 1981. The powerful trains 
with their cara filled with manganese resumed their runs, for the good of everyone.

ASPECTS OF COOPERATION WITH USSR DISCUSSED 
Soviet-Malagasy Agreements Signed 
Tananarive MADAGASCAR-MATIN in French 14 Feb 81 pp 1-2 


[Text] The week just ended could be called Soviet week. In fact, the Democratic 
Republic of Madagascar (RDM) and the USSR signed an agreement protocol last Tuesday 
deferring the repayment of state debts contracted by the RDM with the Soviet Union 
until 1985, The first payments were to have come due in 1981 and 1982, 


This was an operation which should have been effected with the greatest discretion, 
consistent with the tradition in economic and financial matters, Minister of Finance 
and Planning (attached to the presidency) Rakotovao Razakaboana stressed. The com- 
plexity of these affairs is often likely to mislead those unwilling to understand 
the situation, and thus to lead to various kinds of speculation. But the minister 
was perfectly willing to discuss the matter, since our economic situation is no longer 
a secret to anyone, in particular since the president of the republic personally gave 
a clear assessment of it last 16 January. This is a much appreciated alleviation of 
the burden upon us in a situation in which difficulties are now being experienced. 
Moreover, it is evidence of the solidarity among socialist countries. This point was 
stressed in particular both by Minister Rakotovao Razakaboana and by the commercial 
attache at the Soviet embassy, Mr Pavlov. The Soviet diplomat also made a point 
stressing the “friendly contribution to the solution of current economic problems 
which are the result of a deteriorating situation." 


We should recall that these loans from the USSR to the RDM come to some 14 billion 
rubles, or about 5 billion of our francs, allocated for the financing of a certain 
number of projects, including studies with a view to the construction of a flour mill, 
studies of a master plan for the development of the Mandrare Basin, a study of the 
possibility of exploiting the bauxite deposit in Manantenina, the installation of 
short wave transmitters in the southeast region, and studies pertaining to national 
defense. 


The very next day the Soviet Union was to venture another gesture of solidarity, 
since on Wednesday, 11 February, a ceremony was held to present sports equipment in 
the garden of the Soviet embassy in Ampefiloha-Ampatsakana. The equipment included 

a trampoline and gymnastic apparatus, including vaulting horses, two pairs of rings, 
a balancing bar and a gymnastic mat, among other things, coming to a total value of 
4,000 U.S. dollers. These items were a gift from the Soviet Sports Committee to the 
athletes in our People's Armed Forces, who have already benefited from the assistance 
of Soviet experts in basketball, volleyball and gymnastics. The arrival of two other 
experts in track and field events and boxing is expected shortly. 
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Along these same lines, the government of Matagascar awarded medals of honor on 

12 February to the Soviet pilots who have just completed a two-year mission with 
our air force, Six of them were presented with the Madagascar Order of Merit, with 
the rank of chevalier, while two were made knights of the Malagasy National Order, 
and two others were made officers of the Malagasy National Order, The ceremony was 
held in the offices of the episcopate in Mahazoarivo, 


This Soviet week which has just ended bears undeniable witness to the firmness of the 
ties between Tananarive and Moscow. These are bonds woven by the friendship and 
solidarity which link the two governments.

[Excerpt] The ambassador of the USSR, Leonid Musatov, acting on behalf of the USSR 
Sports Committee, turned over a shipment of sports equipment made up of, among other 
things, gymnastic apparatus, worth a total of 4,000 U.S. dollars, to the National All- 
Sports Federation of our People's Armed Forces yesterday. 


The head of the Soviet diplomatic mission stressed on this occasion that the importance 
of the feelings motivating this gesture outweighs the relatively small total value of 
the equipment. Mr Musatov said that the gift in fact represents the respect, love and 
friendship Soviet athletes feel for their Malagasy counterparts, and that it will 
certainly contribute to strengthening these feelings. 
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Colonel Rasolomalala, secretary general of the Ministry of Defense, then voiced the 
thanks of the revolutionary regime to the government and aports committee of the 
Soviet Union on behalf of the president of the republic, the supreme commander of the 
armed forces, and the minister of defense, Capt Sibon Guy. He began by streesing 
that this gift was presented 24 hours after the signing uf the protocol of agreement 
between the RDM [Democratic Republic of Madagascar] and the USSR in an entirely 
different field, 


Colonel Rasolomalala recalled in this connection that the Madagascar athletic charter 
provides that the armed forces should contribute to the development of sports in the 

country, He went on to express the view that this lot of equipment vi | aid greatly 

in the execution of this mission, 


He also took the opportunity to mention the technical aid provided by the Soviet 

Union to the armed forces in the athletic field, He described the tasks carried out 
today by Messrs Stanislav Gelchinskiy, Gantz and Zigis, Soviet experts in basketball, 
gymnastics and volleyball, assigned to the armed forces more than a year ago. The 
volleyball and basketball specialists made tours of all six "faritany" and the various 
regions were thus able to benefit from the experience and the know! dge of chese 
experts, whose level of competence is very high. Unfortunately, Stanislav Gelchinskiy 
is scheduled to leave us soon, having been recalled to the Soviet Union to take over 
the national team, which is significant in itself. As for Gantz, he is currently 
directing an instructors’ training course, and as Colonel Rasolomalala commented, 

this equipment will certainly contribute to the completion of this course. 


We also learned from the secretary general of the Ministry of Defense that the 
arrival of two other Soviet experts, in boxing and gymnastics, respectively, is 
awaited, All of this, Colonel Rasolomalala said in conclusion, reflects the desire 
of the Soviet Union to aid our armed forces in the field of athletics.

DEVELOPMENTS AMONG LABOR UNIONS DISCUSSED 
Alliance Planned 
Port Louie LE MAURICIEN in French 14 Feb 81 pp i, 4 


[Text] Eight trade unions in the country made a statement of intention public 
yesterday in which they commit themselves to working toward solid and structured 
trade union unity which is to lead eventually to the establishment of a large con- 
federation. The document containing thie statement, signed by the presidente of 
the eight major unions, was sent to the minister of finance in his capacity as head 
of the tripartite committee and the employers’ federation. 


Thies new development in the trade union movement in Mauritius represents a first step 
if not indeed a historic development, for it justifies new hopes for the workers, so 
often divided by the personality conflicts between their leaders. This alliance 
represents 80 percent of the labor force. The signers of the document included 

F. Soopramanien, of the GWF (General Workers Federation]; &. Soodhun, of the 

FTU [Unite i Workers Federation); K. Venkatasamy, of the FCSU [Federation of Civil 
Servic: 'aions); C. Genvieve, of the FSCC; P. Sarah, of the Popular Trade Unions; 

A. Pollet, of the OAU; S. Perraud, of the Mauritius Federation of Trade Unions; and 
Mre P. Gobin, of the Mauritian Confederation of Workers. It should be mentioned that 
except for the GWF and the FTU, all of these organizations are affiliated with the 
National Trade Union Front (FSN). 


But as M. K. Venkatasamy explained yesterday, the organizations which have given 
their consent to this united action prefer to sign the document individually, rather 
than as a trade union front, in order to illustrate clearly their determination to 
work toward trade union unity. 


In the past these organizations have worked together on the problems which have 
developed but they have become aware of the need to have a commitment of a more 
permanent nature. This need derives from three considerations: the economic situation 
of the country, the difficulties encountered by the trade union organizations in 
achieving the demands of the workers in 1981, and the general election process. 


On this latter point, the document signed by the trade union leaders stated the 
following: “Although aware of the links existing between politics and the trade 
union movement, our organizations assert the belief in the need for independence 
of the political parties for the trade union movement, and we pledge ourselves to 
work for a strong and independent Mauritian trade union movement." 
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Within the framework of thie united action, the signatories to the document expressed 
a united view on a certain number of probleme they regard ae having priority and on 
which they will work in the course of this year, These pointe are: 


a. obtaining just and reasonable wage compensation in terms of the increase in 
living costes; 


b. drafting of a tax policy which is just to taxpayers and consumers; 
¢, obtaining an end-of-the-year bonus for all wage earners in the country; 
4d, prevention of dismissals and strengthening of the lawe governing job security; 


e. the problem of unemployment, concealed and otherwise, and carefully planned and 
controlled unemployment compensation in the future; 


f. amendment of the lawe governing labor relations and the IRA [Industrial Relations 
Act] in particular, in order to reestablish the basic rights of the workers and the 
trade unions; 


g. free transit across Mauritian frontiers for Mauritian trade union delegates 
traveling abroad as such and foreign educators or lecturers sent to Mauritius by any 
of the international trade union organizations. 


The Mauritius Labor Congress (MLC) is notable for ite absence from the group of 
signatories, but the document was not sent to it until Wednesday, accompanied by a 
note asking if it was willing to join in the united action. As of yesterday no 
response had been received from the MLC. 


In addition, three labor groups, the GWF, FSN and FTU, have written to the minister 
of labor asking that a meeting of the tripartite committee be convoked as soon as 

possible after the minister of finance returns to the country to discuss wage com- 
pensation, the problem of dismissals and the question of the end-of-the-year bonus. 


MLC Prefers to Wait 


Port Louis LE MAURICIEN in French 16 Feb 81 p 4 


[Text] The reaction of the Mauritius Labor Congress to the undertaking of the other 
trade union bodies in the country with a view to the future establishment of a large 
confederation was not long in coming. When questioned by LE MAURICIEN, the president 
of the MLC, M. C, Bhagirutty, stated that his organization “does not oppose trade 

union unity, but is waiting to see how this movement will develop before joining it." 


Mr Bhagirutty, first of all, made a point of explaining that if the MLC did not 
respond to the appeal to join, it was because it only received the statement of 
intention 48 hours in advance. It was therefore practically impossible to call a 
meeting of the officers of the MLC to discuss prior to making a decision. 


The MLC, which claims some 30,000 members, does not oppose trade union unity, Mr 
Bhagirutty said, but prefers to wait, for the establishment of the National Trade 
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Union Front, whieh set iteelf the same goal, did not produce the results expected, 

As evidence that it is not opposed to the principle of trade union unity, Mr 
Whagirutty recalled that his organisation was the only one to respond to the appeal 
issued by the General Workers Federation to all the trade union organizations to join 
together to draft the amendments to be made to the Industrial Relations Act together, 


Me Bhagirutty added that the MLC agrees with all the points set forth in the document 
signed by the leadere of the trade union organisations, but that it was “presented 
with a fait accompli,” sinee the document wae drafted by the FSN, GWF and FTU, with= 
out an opportunity for the MLC to have ite say. “Since this was the case, we prefer 
to let these three organizations consolidate their unity before joining the movement, 
since for use, unity already existe, but needs consolidation, which would make it 
possible to establish the structured confederation which ia being sought more easily." 


The MLC hopes that the GWF and the FTU, “which are very close politically and ideo- 
logically,” can merge, that the FSSC and the FSCC can form a joint organization, and 
that the organizations in the FSN can join together. “Thus things would move much 
more quickly, and the MLC could join them to form the confederation,” Mr Bhagirutty 
thinks, It is easier, he said, for three groups to reach an understanding than eight. 
Pending such a development, the MLC is adopting a “wait and see policy.”

GENERAL COMMERCE AND INDUSTRY RELEASES MAJOR ECONOMIC INDICES 
Port Louis THE NATION in French 26 Feb 81 pp 1, 4 


[Text] The annual general meeting of the Chamber of Commerce and Industry gave ite 
president, Michel de Speville, an opportunity to voice the point of view of the sector 
on the economic situation. This spokesman listed the priorities: economic growth, 
development of small businesses with the establishment of a Small-Scale Industry 
Development Board (which will include representatives of the private and public 
sectors, will be autonomous and wi'l have a board of directors and a Mauritian 
director); the energy problem; a monetary policy favoring the channeling of our 
financial resources into the productive sector; and tax revision such as to favor 
investments and labor and to reduce consumption. 


Mr de Speville, who spoke at the meeting attended by Minister of Commerce D. Basant 
Rai, his personal secretary, and Messrs Paturau, director of the JEC, B. Arouff 

and J. C. Montocchio, reviewed the 1980 financial year. He noted that the gross 
national product increased by 8.2 percent, from 5.775 million rupees to about 

6.2 million rupees. The farm sector accounted for 19.3 percent (as compared to 
25.5 percent in 1979) and the manufacturing sector accounted for 18.5 percent 

of the gross national product. The wage volume increased by 22 percent, from 3.735 
million to 4,502 million rupees, and total consumption of goods and services reached 
97 percent of the gross national product. 


Investments in real property and equipment purchases dropped. 


Mr de Speville does not believe that the situation is “as dramatic" as some believe. 
He said that the reduced economic performance and availability of financial resources 
constituted a major hindrance to investment. He fears that at this rate, unemployment 
may become more acute and the standard of living for the citizens of Mauritius may be 
further affected. 


The Figures 


The consumer price index rose from 170.2 in December 1979 to 210.1 in December 1980. 
In January and February 1980, the index rose from 170.2 to 184.3, as a result of 

the latest effects of devaluation. But in August, the increases in prices of rice, 
-lour, sugar, bread and mass transport led to an increase of 10.4 points. The average 
monthly increase was about 1.5 points. 
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Imports increased by 29 percent, from 3,364 million to 4,7 million rupees, Exports 
increased by 32 percent, from less than 2,573 million to about 3,4 million rupees, 
during the same period, Thue the deficit in the trade balance was 1.3 million rupees, 


Mr de Speville noted that in terme of volume, imports stabilized, He thus believes 
that our trade balance will improve in 1981 "if these trends continue and if the 
sugar harvest is normal," 


The deficit for the balance of payments ia estimated at 625 million rupees, to be 
made up by the IMF eurodollar loans. 





In December 1980, foreign exchange reserves came to 700 million rupees, as compared 
with 225 million rupees in 1979, 


Speaking of the manufacturing sector, Mr de Speville estimated that the added value 
increased from 965 million rupees to 1.145 million, But investments dropped in one 
year by about 35 million rupees. The total value of exports from the free zone was 
up 50 percent, reaching 92 million rupees. The increase in volume was 18 percent. 


On the subject of tourism, Mr de Speville said that income increased from 260 million 
rupees in 1979 to 325 million in 1980, 


Farm production, on the other hand, experienced a decline of about 280 million rupees 
and employment dropped from 55,150 to 53,993. Only 4,400 tons of tea were produced 
and 3,400 were sold at low prices. 


The Profit Concept 


After noting the improvements in the infrastructure (implementation of bulk handling, 
reception center in Plaisance, etc), Mr de Speville said that che Chamber of Commerce 
and Industry is “fully aware of the preponderant role which enterprises play and 

must play if they are to make their full contribution to the flowering of society." 


Each citizen must “have the right to work, even at the cost of certain sacrifices." 
He went on to defend the profit concept in these terms: 


"While it is generally accepted that profitability is essential to the survival of 
any given sector of economic activity, it would seem that the concept of profit is 
harder to accept. Let us say at the outset that investment and the creation of jobs 
cannot be conceived of without a surplus, and profit is precisely this surplus which 
guarantees the development of enterprises and the national economy." 


Product Quality 
In his address, Mr Basant Rai stressed the efforts of the government to control the 
import of luxury items and mentioned the extensiv. publicity being given unnecessary 


and costly articles. 


He concluded by commenting on the satisfactory collaboration between the Chamber of 
Commerce and Industry and the government.

[Excerpt] The first meeting of backers of the Kandadji dam project was held in Niamey 
on 16-18 February 1981 under the chairmanship of Moussa Bako, high commissioner of 
the Kandadji Dam Authority, in the presence of the ministers for planning and rural 
development, Brah Mahamane and Ari Toubou Ibrahim, Present or represented there 
were the following countries and institutions: the Canadian Agency for International 
Development (ACDI); Algeria; the Federal Republic of Germay; Austria; the Niger 
Basin Authority; the African Development Bank (ABD); the Arab Bank for African Economic 
Development (BADEA); the Islamic Development Bank (BID); the World Bank; the West 
African Development Bank (BOAD); the Commission of the European Communities (FED); 
the government of the United States; France (FAC-CCCE) [Aid and Cooperation Fund-- 
Central Fund for Economic Cooperation]; the Kuwaiti Fund for Economic Development; 
the OPEC Fund; the Federal Republic of Nigeria; the United Nations Development 
Program (PNUD). 





The government of the Republic of Niger, following the feasibility study elaborated 
and transmitted to all potential backers before the first meeting, first recalled 
the vital character of the project for Nigeriens whose food seifsufficiency and 
well-being depend primarily on controling water and obtaining energy in sufficient 
quantities and at the lowest cost. 


It next described the results of studies already made on the Kandadji Dam. The dam 
should make possible: 


1. Provision of irrigated permeters up to 140,000 hectares. 


2. Production in the first phase of more than 700 million kilowatt-hours, with an 
installed power of 125 MW. 


Representatives of the potential backers understood Niger's concerns and concurred 
with the goals held by the government of the Republic of Niger. They particularly 
recognized that the hindod|i site is the best for a multi-purpose dam. 


Work was carried out in an atmosphere of frank cooperation and concluded with a 
visit to the Kandadji dam site. 


Following the meeting, the delegation heads were granted an audience with Col Seyni 
Kountche, president of the supreme military council and chief of state. 


In concluding the discussions, the participants agreed that the government of the

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DATA ON PRC=DRILLING WELL 
Dakar LE SOLEIL in French 26 Feb 81 p 5 
[Article by Mbagnick Diop] 


[Text] In inaugurating the Arafat village well in the Koungheul district, the chief 
of state reaffirmed the government's determination to make the rural water sector 

the top priority. In fact, it has been noted in a general way that when the villagers 
talk, they talk chiefly about water, Their complaining is dictated by the fatigue of 
women and animals who must spend long days traveling serveral kilometers in search 

of the bare minimum. The inauguration of the Arafat well brought an answer to the 
worrisome question of how to get more and better quality water. One cannot over- 
emphasize that high priority must be given to responding to this basic need for 
potable water, and that this response has economic and social implications which are 
important to see clearly. In particular, the well, and what goes with it--the Little 
irrigated garden and better pasturing conditions--provide an opportunity to involve 
young people in the design, execution, and exploitation of the available water. The 
Arafat well was built with the help of the Peoples Republic of China, It is estimated 
to have cost FR CFA 80 million. The project, a veritable jewel planted in the arbor- 
ized savannah of Ndoucoumane, gives new proof that the cooperation which our country 
maintains is bearing fruit. 


Officially opened on 21 February 1981, the Arafat well has a depth of 340 meters 
by comparison to the natural soils, including 20 meters of catchment in the 
maestrichien [translation unknown] sands. 


The Maestrichen, which is the last nappel [translation unknown] fed by the sea, is 
located between 400-500 meters down. According to technical data from the director 

of water works and Talla Fall, head of Sine-Saloum regional service, the well supplies 
44 cubic meters per hour. 


With all that, it is approriate to stress that drilling wells (30 pastoral wells at 
Sine-Saloum) requires immediate measures provide for the availability of technicians 
and adequate repair equipment to handle any eventual breakdowns. The regional 
waterworks branch, whose jurisdiction extends all the way to Casamance and to East 
Sengal, needs logistical operations resources in order to provide the best possible 
technical maintenance for 90 wells. If the region's proposals are accepted, we will 
then have 600 pastoral wells and 30 deep wells by the year 2001, This would reduce 
the 20 to 35 km journcy that animals must make to get a satisfactory watering. If 
we again take the year 2001 as our date of reference, we will need an additional 
63,908 cubic meters per day to satisfy our needs, assuming that the present works, 
with the upkeep and maintenance they require for their longevity, retain their quality 
and output levels to that date.

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MAIZE HARVEST THREATENED IF RAINS CONTINUE 
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(Text ] 


MAIZE harvest is threatened by fusa- 
rium if the rains continue, while reports 
from Salisbury say Zimbabwe has tempo- 
rarily halted its maize export to this 
country because Zambia has run out of 


credit facilities. 

A spokesman for the 
Commercial Farmers 
Bureau said in Lusaka 
yesterday if the rains 
continued into late next 
month, most of the pro- 
jected bumper harvest 
would be destroyed by 
the disease. 

But farmers were ‘‘pray- 
ing ' that the rains would not 
go beyond mid-April. 

He said should heavy rains 
occur after this, then farmers 
would have some of the crop 
attacked by fusanum. 

We hope that the forecast 
from ithe meteorological 
department is accurate 

“At present there is no 
cause for worry among the 
farming community who ex- 
pect a good harvest.’ said the 
spokesman 

According to projections 
from the CFB. the outlook for 
the 1981, 82 season might hit 
the 7.5 million bags of maize 
— sufficient for the country's 
needs 

This figure only takes into 
consideration the maize yteid 
by members of the CFB and 
not peasant farmers. 





Last year the country produ- 
ced 4.2 million bags of 
maize, or an equivalent of 
378,000 tonnes which was 
insufficient to meet national 
demand. 

In the aftermath of the 
shortage, the then prime mini- 
ster Mr Lisulo said the country 
would import 3.5 million bags 
of maize at a total cost of 
K60 million to meet the short- 
fall. 

But so far most of the 
farmers are confident that they 
will reap a bumper harvest. 

Southern Province alone ac- 
cording to figures released by 
the provincial agricultural 
officer, Mr Joel Chibwema., 
is expected to produce about 
three million bags from the 
114,000 hectares planted by 
commercial and peasant 
farmers. 

In an interview with the 
Sanday Times, director of 
meterological department Mr 
Urbi Acharya said Southern 
Province had recorded 874 
millimetres of rain in Living- 
stone which was 27 per cent 
more than the annual average 
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and Mazabuka had recorded a 
20 per cent increase. 

e said Lusaka Province 
recorded 924 mm which was 
a 33 per cent increase over its 
annual average of 700 mm. 

Mr Acharya said the 
average annual rainfall for 
southern parts of the country, 
including Lusaka, Southern 
and Central provinces was 
1,400 mm. 

He added that average rain- 
fail in the northern parts was 
700 mm which was not ade- 
quate for maize growing. 

‘Overall, we are happy that 
the rains have been good this 
year, We do not envisage that 
the heavy rains which have 

been recorded in the Lusaka 
and Southern provinces over 
the past few days will con- 
tinue,’ he said. 

Mr Acharya added that 
although the rains would 
continue until mid-April, 
this should not worry farmers 
since these would only be 
showers which would not 
affect the maize harvest. 


Meanwhile. the Food and 
Agriculture Organisation has 
announced that over the next 
five vears. the organisation 
will in conjunction with the 
Government strengthen the 
crop forecasting and early 
warning svstem so that contin- 
gency plans could be made in 
future to avotd famine

INFLATION HITS FAMILIES=-Lower and higher .ncome urban groups are continuing to 
feel the pinch of inflation, according co the latest consumer price index released 
by the Central Statistical Office. The figures for lower income groups show that 
the ‘All Items Index,’ which is inclusive of sales tax and excise duties, rose from 
226,1 in September 1980 to 239,2 in December, an increase of 4,91. The min con- 
tributors to the increase were beef, fruit, vegetables and petrol, A more detailed 
breakdown of the figures pertaining to lower income groups show that foodstulls 
rose from 230,5 to 248,7 between September and December; clothing and footwear went 
from 221,6 to 230,1; rent, fuel and Light from 217,8 to 218,2; household stores 
climbed to 322,1 from 315,1; transport increased from 297,7 to 310,8; miscellaneous 
items jumped to 109,4 from 108, The lowest increase was recorded for drink and 
tobacco, which went from 262,2 to 262,9. Higher income families experienced an 
inflation rate virtually identical to the lower income families between September 
and December, Figures for the higher income groups are more up to date, however, 
and between December 1980 and January 1981, these groups experienced an inflation
